But ever since the first man 
peered in ignorance at the skies, 
fearing their thunders and flashes 
of lightning, seeing visions and 
imagining the constellations to be 
animals in the sky ... ever since 
the first man . .. the sky has 
been a challenging mystery. 

In our time we see shooting 
stars .. 


We have been burned -by the 
sun in summer without quite com- 
prehending that not heat but mys- 
terious rays from the sun were 
reaching the earth to burn our 
shoulders and faces. We have 
known of comets and eclipses. We 
have watched the storm clouds 
gather like great masses of dark 
anger and have seen the winds 
strip the sky clear of even the 
smallest wisps, leaving it a daz- 
zling blue. But all is mystery. 


Years Ago 


Years ago we learned that air 
thinned out the higher man went. 
It has no surface like that of a 
sea. There is some of it up there 
at a thousand miles. If there were 
not, meteors would not be heated 
by it and burned to dust. 

Now we know that the outer 


space includes particles of solid! 


matter . . . though none knows 


for sure from whence they come. 


There are fragments of atoms, 
bits of atomic nuclei, and other 
pieces of physical matter. There 
are rays called “cosmic.” We 
name them that because we as- 
sume they come from somewhere 
in the distant reaches of the uni- 
verse . .. but no man knows 
where. 


We know the earth is not a true | 


sphere. It is flattened at the poles. 
Nor is the earth smooth like an 
orange. Its skin is ridged and 
creased, ‘ wrinkled and scarred 
like that of an ancient spiny, 
dinosaur. 

By measuring the orbit of the 
Russian satellite — and those that 
follow—we will learn more about 
the shape of our earth... as 
well as the vast reaches above it. 


Magnetic Layers 


We know there are magnetic 
layers, or blankets, reaching 
around the earth, in those high 
reaches up where the ions, elec- 
trons and atomic particles move. 
We learned that just a few years 
ago. It was in 1925 we discovered 
why radio waves can be _ sent 
around the earth despite its curva- 
ture. 

Why, men asked, did not radio 
waves keep going straight as di- 
rected—shooting off somewhere 
in endless space? What made 
them curve? Or did they? 

Our scientists found they didn’t 
bend. They bounced. They did, 
indeed, go straight. But they 
struck something which caused 
them to turn back toward earth. 
By measuring the time required 
for a radio wave to reach what- 
ever reflected it back, and return 
again to earth, we learned the re- 
flecting layer to be from 60 to 
90 miles above earth. 

It now is known there are three 
major layers of electrified atmos- 
phere which reflect radio waves 
of different frequencies. 

Now and then, when the caul- 
dron of the sun spills over in a 
celestial storm, these layers are 
so disturbed by bombardment of 
electrons passing through them 
that radio communications are in- 
terrupted. Our televisions fade and 
blur out . . . and back again. 

- So, the metal skulls which the 
nations of the world will fling up 
there will use their electronic 
cerebrums and cerebellums to do 
the job assigned by those who cre- 
ated them . . . telling us about 
the reaches where man cannot 
yet go. 
We will spend billions on this—

W. Averell Harriman of 
New York called the resolution 
a notice that the Democratic 
party would “never back down” 
from its support of civil rights.

Only one of the 16 committee 
members present dissented open- 
ly. This was Mrs. Benjamin B. 
Everett, North Carolina’s national 
committee-woman. Other South- 
erners present included Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee and 
Camille F. Gravel Jr., Louisi- 
ana’s national committeeman. 

The text of the civil rights dec- 
laration was withheld until to- 
morrow in the hope of focusing 
attention on another policy state- 
ment adopted today. This deals 
with economic growth, tight 


responsibility for inflation and 
said price stability “will not be 
achieved by the half-time, half- 
hearted, reluctant and uncertain 
administration we now have.’’, 


Informed sources said the Dem- 


ocrat statement on civil rights | 


reaffirmed the Advisory Council’s 
declaration of Sept. 15, which had 
been critical both of President 
Eisenhower and of Orval E.

BEFORE LITTLE ROCK 


The original statement was 
made before federal troops were 
sent to Little Rock, Ark., to en- 
force court-ordered integration at 
Central High School, which had 
been blocked by Arkansas Na- 
tional Guardsmen placed there by 
Faubus.

Yesterday I was saying that good preaching 
is constructive; that the pulpit is declaring itself 
in support of the brotherhood of man. But the billie 
accomplishment of brotherhood is a slow process. When the soldiers 


came to take Jesus, one of the disciples drew his sword but Jesus 


rebuked him. 

The Lord pointed out that He 
could call down 12 legions of 
angels (Matthew 26:51-53). He 
could have wiped out the entire 
Roman army but that would not 
have moved the Kingdom of God 
one step closer to the earth. In 
Jesus’ day, human rights were 
trampled upon in terrible ways 
but He never seemed to worry 
too much &bout court decisions or 
the presence of Roman soldiers. 


Instead, He talked about pray- 
ing for your enemies, about for- 
giving those who have done you 
wrong. He had much to say about 
how love can drive hate out of the 
human heart. He never used His 
pulpit for rabble-rousing, or to be 
sensational, or to get publicity. 

In answer to those who wanted 
to hurriedly set up His kingdom, 
He said, “‘The Kingdom of heav- 
en is like unto leaven, which a 
woman took, and hid in three 
measures of meal, till the whole 
was leavened” (Matthew 13:33). 
As the pulpit preaches Christ, it 
isn’t sensational but it is the only 
constructive pathway to the solv- 
ing of our race problems. This 
very day there are preachers in 
Little Rock proclaiming truths 
that will be working in the hearts 
of men long after Gov. Fau- 
bus is dead and the incident of 
sending troops there is forgotten.

made this entry in his diary: “I 
have been to church today and 
am not depressed.” We recall 
that he was sick a long time.

Know All Isn’t Well 


WASHINGTON—At a time of bewilderment 
bordering on alarm over the feats of Soviet 
science, it is positively dangerous when the 


American people are uncertain whether the President is firmly at 
the tiller and steering in the right direction. This uncertainty is the 
bald, ominous fact which almost literally burst before the eyes of a 
Washington correspondent returning to. the United States in the 
wake of Sputnik and Moscow's plausible claims about its ICBMs. 


It means that the country sim- 
ply is not accepting President 
Eisenhower's quieting words that 
all is well. 

It means if the President is 
right and there is little cause for 


concern, he is failing to persuade . 


the nation that he is right. 

It means that if the President 
is wrong—wrong in not raising 
the roof because we are lagging 
behind the Soviets and wrong in 
not raising our sights the instant 
it became evident—he is losing 
precious time when the whole 
country would respond to a call to 
action. 

It is my conviction: 

That President Eisenhower has 
the reservoir of goodwill and con- 
fidence which would enable him to 
do anything he wants to do to mo- 
bilize the nation’s resources to re- 
verse the gaping lag between So- 
viet and American attainments in 
science and in weaponry. 

That this reserve of confidence 
will not remain indefinitely and 
may not remain long in his hands 
unless Eisenhower makes himself 
the dynamic agent of what is man- 
ifestly a very aroused public 
opinion. 

Eisenhower has said our scien- 
tists were aware the Soviets 
would launch their earth-satellite 
ahead of us but that, despite the 
anticipated psychological boon to

The need to carry large inven- 
tories is eliminated because mills 
are able to make prompt delivery 
on all forms of steel except heavy 
plates and structural shapes, the 
publication said. It added that as 
long as inventory reduction is on, 
there will be apthy in buying. 

Steel said producers of capital 
goods, such as machine tools and 
plant equipment, are disappoint- 
ed about prospects for new or- 
ders in the fourth quarter of 1957, 
but they see indications of an up- 
turn in 1958, 


“Many consider the current 
slump as a breathing spell in 
which to consolidate their gains 
of the last two abnormally high 
years,” the magazine said. 

A survey conducted by the mag- 
azine shows that prices for con- 
sumer hard goods are expected 
to inch up over the next six 
months, with price patterns vary- 
ing from industry to industry.

If minor or moderate cirrhosis 
of the liver develops, the outlook 
is better provided the disease is 
treated properly. For this reason, 
potential candidates should take 
the hint and be examined period- 
ically. 

Many alcoholics find solace in 
reports that cirrhosis of the 
liver is not due to alcohol but 
to the faulty diet associated 
with alcoholism. This sounds 
good but it is hard .to escape 
the fact that alcohol is the 
common denominator in more 
than 50 per cent of all victims 
of this condition. 


Some alcoholics never get the 
disease; others develop it regard- 
less of their diet. There is a pos- 
sibility that the liver cells are de- 
stroyed by the impurities in liq- 
uor or by other factors associated 
with this type of living. 

At any rate, the alcoholic 
should be concerned when he de- 
velops an unexplained lassitude, 
easy fatigability, dyspepsia, or 
loss of appetite. Weight loss and 
evidence of tissue wasting also 
may occur. 

True, these symptoms are not 
specific of liver disease but they

partures from health that so) 
many victims of cirrhosis tell 
about after it is too late. Eighty 
per cent of the organ must be 
destroyed before there are obvi- 
ous manifestations of liver fail- 
ure. 

Cirrhosis is becoming a more 
serious problem and, among 
adults, is the fifth most com- 
mon cause of death. It is out- 
ranked only by heart disease, 
cancer, strokes, and accidents. 
Chronic poisoning from. ex- 

posure to carbon tetrachloride or 
phosphorus may lead to cirrhosis 
of the liver. In the Orient, ma- 
laria and bowel infections are the 
most common causes. In a post- 
mortem study of 876 cirrhotic 
livers of South African Bantus, 
the disease did not appear to be 
related to the inadequate diet of 
these peoples but their livers 
showed indirect evidence of dam- 
age by viral infections.

Get busy helping your hus- 
band rid the garden of pests 
and you may make a dis- 
covery that will be felt around 
the world for centuries. 


It happened to one woman, 
and now — some 5,000 years 
later — her purely accidental 
finding is responsible for one of 
our most cherished luxuries — 
silk. 

And this week represent- 
atives from 21 countries of 
Asia, Europe and the Middle 
East as well as the United

York for the International Silk 
Congress. 

MARCHED RIGHT ALONG 


The congress is held every 
two years in a different city 
to appraise the progress of silk 
—a progress that has marched 
right along with civilization 
since the young Chinese Em- 
press Hsi-Ling-Shih determined 
to help her husband rid the im- 
perial garden of a “pest” on 
its mulberry trees. 

She plucked one of the 
strange white cocoons clinging 
to the green leaves. When a 
soft, white moth burst through 
the fine threads, the startled 
empress dropped the empty 
“‘soul prison”’ into her hand ba- 
sin of hot water where it slow- 
ly unravelled into a single long 
lustrous filament. 

Fascinated by the shining, 
almost living thread, the em- 


press devised a wooden reel 
to unwind filaments, twist 
them into thread — and the 
world of silk began.

For silk is of signal impor- 
tance in women’s fashions 
(high, medium and low-medium 
price ranges), in men’s suits, 
and tuxedos, in hats and shoes. 
It is even enjoying a revival 
in lingerie and there’s whisper- 
ing that it may return in high 
fashion hosiery. 

Japan would get credit for 
the fiber, as she is now recog- 
nized as the chief homeland of 
silk. But it may have been 
woven in America, Italy, Eng- 
land, France, Switzerland or 
India. 

The designs may include 
paisley patterns from. Persia,

An alarmingly candid friend of mine who has led a life that 
seems to me to have been mighty sheltered, once told me that she 
never quite believed the stories of poverty and distress that she 
sometimes reads in the newspaper. 

“Tt’s not that I think you all make them up,” she hastened to 
apologize. ‘‘I’m sure people like that exist but it’s hard for me to 
believe in them because I never knew anybody like that.” 


To people like her “Tobacco Road” and “The Grapes of 
Wrath” are sheer fantasy. All I could do for her was to hit her 
between the eyes with an occasional cold cloth of reality—and 
after she shelled out her beauty parlor money one day to help pay 
the fine of a woman caught stealing food, I felt much better about 
her. 


It would be ridiculous to think my friend is the only one of . 


her kind of captivity. 


The astonishing thing is how many people support public serv- - 


ice and charitable organizations with only a warm, vague, dreamy 
conception of the work they do. This was pointed up for me the 
other day by a young high school girl, Nancy Peck, of Roosevelt 
High. 
are serving as members of the High School Student Speakers Bu- 
reau for the Tri-County Community Chest drive. 


They all attended a one-day training session during which they 
visited Community Chest agencies. They then wrote five-minute

talks, were auditioned on the air at the various radio and tele- — 


vision stations and are now appearing before civic, women’s and 
service clubs. 

Nancy is one of the group who has made a hit. “All of you 
here know what the Community Chest does, theoretically,” 
said. ‘Though we all at times have complained about not being 
able to make ends meet, we have yet to really be in need of any- 
thing. 1 myself am an only child, who has had practically every- 
thing within reason that I wanted. Until I visited two of the 
Chest’s 57 agencies several weeks ago, the Red Feather fund was 
‘just another collection.” But now I guess I am what you would 
call a convert. I saw with my own eyes what the Chest has done 
and with your support, will continue to do.” 

Then Nancy told a little of what she saw. She went to the 
Metropolitan Association for the Colored Blind, where Dr. P. J. 
Woods, blind himself, was her host. 


“In one room I saw the rehabilitation of some of the Negro 
women. They were learning some of the skills that we take for 
granted, such as knowing how to dial a number on the telephone. 
In cases of emergency this knowledge would be invaluable, and 
the patient would not have to call a friend or a relative to dial 
the number. One of the women was using a pocket stencil for 
writing Braille .. . All over the house blind men and women were 
working at things that a sighted person might never even be able 
to do.” 


She told of her visit to Sheltering Arms Day Nursery, where 
nearly 100 children ranging in age from 2 to 12 years are cared 
for while their mothers work. To this pretty little high school girl 
the pressures on women working to support their children, the 
double anxiety over trying to earn a living and leaving their 
babies, must have been a remote thing until she visited Sheltering 
Arms. Now she knows about it. 

And, as she concluded in her eloquent talk before a club: “All 
these people—the blind Negroes, the children at Sheltering Arms, 
and all the others partially supported by the Community Chest— 
have come as far as they have only because of your help.”
